f only these walls 
could talk... 

That’s retired 
social studies high 
school teacher 
Martha Francis’ 
mantra about the newly 
reopened-to-the-pub- 
lic L&N Depot and 
Presbyterian Meeting 
House museums. 

Neither of the his¬ 
torical locations have 
been staffed for several 
years until Mayor Eddie 
Carter helped procure a 
grant through Bluegrass 
Community Action 
Partnership to fund a 
new employee — Sharlie 
Carter — who will divide 
her part-time position 
between the two. 

Francis, president of the 
Lincoln County Historical 
Society, has been work¬ 
ing tirelessly, says Mayor 
Carter, along with Sharlie 
Carter to get the museums 
ready for viewing. 

“The Depot hasn’t been 
staffed for five, six years 
now. It was a pretty good 
attraction in its day, had a 
schedule when you could 
come by ... These ladies 
here ... I’m just so appre¬ 
ciative Martha has taken 
such an interest in helping 
us get this up and running, 
it’s a privilege to have her 
on board.” Mayor Carter 
says Lincoln is rich in his¬ 


tory and it’s time things 
are up and running to 
show it. 

Sharlie Carter, original¬ 
ly of Hardin County and 
new to the area, has been 
intently studying the old, 
framed newspaper articles 
and other historical gems 
around the museum. The 
first train was received 
at L&N in 1866, but the 
actual depot was built in 
1912. 

Lincoln is one of the 
three original counties of 


Kentucky. In the hay day 
of railroads, a large hotel 
was located on the comer 
out front of the Depot. 
The area was hustling and 
bustling, bringing through 
passengers on a regular 
schedule throughout the 
day. Francis says the 
demise of the passenger 
railroads turned out to be 
devastating for several 
area businesses. 

The Depot was restored 
in 1998 and original¬ 
ly staffed by volunteers 


before a tourism office 
was created. After the 
Stanford/Lincoln County 
tourism office was dis¬ 
solved several years ago, 
Francis says no one has 
been in the position to mn 
things. Lincoln County 
Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams brought it to her 
attention when she came 
on board as president 
— the county is losing

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Hustonville 
fishing company 
lured to Danville 
by tax incentives

Pitman Creek Wholesale, 
currently located in 
Hustonville, is in the pro¬ 
cess of finalizing details to 
facilitate a move to Danville 
and expand its operations to 
increase its workforce from 
44 to 65 employees over the 
next 14 years. 

Danville City Commission 
and Boyle County Fiscal 
Court approved the first read¬ 
ing of incentive ordinanc¬ 
es this week granting the 
fishing tackle company wage 
assessments and certain 
employees a partial credit 
against the city and county’s 
occupational license fee. 

The ordinances also spec¬ 
ify the company’s perfor¬ 
mance obligations and provi¬ 
sions to recapture benefits in 
the event the company fails 
to meet those obligations. 

“This project will result in 
approximately 44 full-time 


jobs relocating to Danville- 
Boyle County, with expec¬ 
tations that the company 
will grow to at least 65 full¬ 
time jobs over the course 
of their incentive recovery,” 
said Jody Lassiter, president 
and CEO of the Danville- 
Boyle County Economic 
Development Partnership, in 
an email Tuesday. 

Lassiter said he was con¬ 
tacted initially by the compa¬ 
ny’s owner in February 2013 
to advise him about available 
buildings in Danville that 
could accommodate Pitman 
Creek’s rapid growth and 
need for expansion. 

“Because the company 
was located in a neighbor¬ 
ing county, my first prior¬ 
ity was to make sure that 
Pitman Creek’s employment 
and investment was retained 
in our immediate region 
rather than lost elsewhere,”

Library tax rates OK, 
appeals court rules

FRANKFORT 
Reversing a decision made 
by a state judge in 2013, the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals 
has ruled that most public 
libraries can raise taxes by 
4 percent each year without 
asking permission. 

This upholds a state law 
from 1978 that had been the 
subject of a court challenge 
and much debate for the past 
year. 

“That was big news,” said 
Georgia de Araujo, director 
of the Boyle County Public 
Library, calling it “the best 
possible news.” 

“It’s an affirmation that the 
method Kentucky has used 
to fund its public libraries for 
the 35 years is appropriate 
and right.” 

Multiple area libraries 
including Lincoln County’s 
would have been affected if 
the lower court’s decision 
had been allowed to stand. 

Lincoln County Public 
Library’s tax rate could have 


been slashed by nearly 75 
percent, which could have 
resulted in closure of the 
library. 

The issue behind the law¬ 
suit rested on which state 
law public libraries use to 
set their tax rates. Many 
libraries in Kentucky use the 
1978 law (KRS 173.390) that 
applies to most special tax¬ 
ing districts. The plaintiffs 
in the case, however, argued 
the libraries should be using 
a 1964 law (KRS 132) that 
requires petitions to raise the 
tax rates. 

In 2013, a state judge ruled 
in favor of the plaintiffs, 
causing concerns among 
libraries statewide. 

But, the AP reports, the 
Court of Appeals ruled the 
1978 library exempts library 
officials from obtaining vot¬ 
ers’ approval before raising 
the tax rates. The court also 
relied on “common sense,” 
arguing that the state’s pub¬ 
lic libraries followed the law 
for 30 years and reversing 
the course would adversely 
affect them. 


Board of education responds to open-meetings appeal

STANFORD — The 
Lincoln County Board of 
Education has responded to 
an attorney general appeal 
filed by The Interior Journal 
concerning a February 
executive session. 

“The Lincoln County 
Board of Education did not 
violate the Open Meetings 
Act by having an illegal 
executive session on Feb. 
12,” the response from 
board attorney Jonathan 


Baker reads. 

The board entered an 
executive session on the 
date in question to dis¬ 
cuss Superintendent Karen 
Hatter’s contract. Board 
Chairman Tom Blankenship 
said after the meeting that 
the board was considering 
whether or not to renew 
Hatter’s contract, which 
was set to expire on June 
30. 

The Interior Journal filed 
an open meetings complaint 
with Blankenship, citing an 
attorney general opinion 


that specifically prohibits 
school boards from meet¬ 
ing in executive session to 
discuss renewal of a super¬ 
intendent’s contract. 

The board denied having 
violated the law, prompting 
the paper to file the appeal 
with Kentucky Attorney 
General Jack Conway. 

While Baker acknowl¬ 
edges in his response to the 
appeal that school boards 
are prohibited from dis¬ 
cussing renewal of superin¬ 
tendent contracts in execu¬ 
tive session, he denies that 


any discussion took place. 

He also argues that the 
board is allowed to enter 
executive session “for mul¬ 
tiple purposes, (one) of 
which is that of the 4 appoint¬ 
ment’ of an employee.” 

The board “scheduled an 
executive session ... for the 
purposes of discussing an 
appointment pursuant to 
the board’s authority under 
KRS 160.350,” making the 
executive session legal, 
Baker argues. 

The executive session 
was listed on the board 


agenda for the night as 
“Motion to move to exec¬ 
utive session to discuss the 
the superintendent’s con¬ 
tract under KRS 61.810.” 

Baker wrote that there 
are state laws that contra¬ 
dict the attorney general’s 
opinion the newspaper’s 
appeal is based on. 

After entering the execu¬ 
tive session, “the board was 
informed of (the attorney 
general opinion), which is 
contradictory to the above 
statutes, and no discussions 
were held regarding the 


superintendent’s contract, 
no action was taken, and 
the same item was placed 
on the following meeting, 
where there was public dis¬ 
cussion and a vote,” Baker 
wrote. 

The Interior Journal 
has filed a response in the 
appeal case, arguing that 
the school board is asking 
to “be allowed to enter an 
executive session without a 
legally justifiable reason in

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Investigation into 
fatal pedestrian 
wreck still underway

CRAB ORCHARD — 
There is still little informa¬ 
tion two months after a fatal 
wreck involving a Stanford 
police officer and a pedestri¬ 
an walking along U.S. 150 in 
Crab Orchard. 

“We are still waiting on 
the toxicology reports,” 
said Trooper Robert Purdy, 
spokesman for Kentucky 
State Police Post 7 in 
Richmond. 

While those reports won’t 
tell KSP investigators exact¬ 
ly what happened that night 
Howard Robbins was killed, 
it will determine if alcohol or 
other drugs may have been a 
factor in the accident, Purdy 
said. 

Purdy explained that pro¬ 
tocol in fatalities requires that 
blood samples be taken from 
both Howard and Stanford 
officer Travis Richardson, 
who struck Howard with 


his police cruiser as he was 
headed into work. 

On Jan. 15 at about 9:30 
p.m., KSP was dispatched to 
the scene of the accident, just 
west of Crab Orchard. 

According to recordings 
of the 911 calls obtained 
by The Interior Journal, 
Stanford Police officer Travis 
Richardson, 33, was heard 
calling for medical assistance 
for Howard Robbins, 69. 

At 10:45 p.m. Robbins 
was pronounced dead 
that Fort Logan Hospital. 
Multiple blunt force trauma 
injuries were determined to 
be the cause via an autop¬ 
sy performed the following 
day. 

After being placed on 
administrative leave follow¬ 
ing the wreck, Richardson 
returned to work Feb. 2, 
but has been working on 
“administrative duty” rath¬ 
er than patrolling, Stanford 
Police Chief Zach Middleton 
said. 
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said Lassiter. “Beginning in 
December 2013, the com¬ 
pany owner focused on a 
vacant industrial building 
that became available for 
purchase. Over the past 15 
months, I have been actively 
engaged in helping the com¬ 
pany owner to successfully 
negotiate a purchase contract 
based on a fair market price.” 

The incentive packag¬ 
es offered by the city and 
county were sought to help 
finalize the relocation into 
an unspecified property 
where the company wants 
to relocate. Lassiter and 
Boyle County Chamber 
of Commerce Executive 
Director Paula Fowler, who 
presented the proposal to 
both the city and county, 
each declined to name the 
location, citing negotiations 
confidentiality. 

According to Lassiter, 
state incentives could not be 
sought because the company 
is remaining in state. Only 
out-of-state companies look¬ 
ing to invest in Kentucky are 
eligible for state incentives. 

“Because the company will 
relocate from one Kentucky 
county to another, the proj¬ 
ect is not eligible for state 
incentives,” said Lassiter. 
“Therefore, our local incen¬ 
tive package became a criti¬ 
cal piece of the negotiation.” 

“Local incentives have 
been the key to getting us 
to square one,” said Fowler, 
who told fiscal court negotia¬ 
tions will be completed with 
the adoption of the ordinanc¬ 
es. “Jody has been working 
on this for over two years to 


get them here and 15 months 
on the target property and the 
flexibility at the local gov¬ 
ernment level has really been 
the key to getting this project 
to move forward.” 

The company will receive 
a partial credit against their 
occupational license tax 
equal to 0.625 percent (city) 
and 0.375 percent (county) 
of the wages of the new com¬ 
pany employees hired as part 
of the economic develop¬ 
ment project. 

Over the course of a 
14-year period, Pitman Creek 
Wholesale will recover a 
total wage assessment not 
to exceed $116,250 from the 
county and $193,750 from 
the city, totaling $310,000. 

In the event the company 
fails to maintain at least 44 
of the 64 new, full-time jobs 
created for a period of 14 
years, the company will be 
obligated to repay the city 
and county, based on a sliding 
scale. The amount received 
each year will be based on 
the number of employees 
working that year. According 
to the company’s website, 
Pitman Creek Wholesale 
was founded in Somerset, 
Kentucky in 1978 by Don 
and Marella Stephens near 
the Lake Cumberland tribu¬ 
tary where the company gets 
its name. 

What began as a custom 
lure manufacturer soon 
evolved into a full-line tack¬ 
le distributor focusing pri¬ 
marily on bass fishing and 
servicing over 1,000 deal¬ 
ers in 45 states and several 
foreign countries. In 1993, 
James Coffey purchased 
and moved the company to 
Hustonville. 
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order to be told by its legal 
counsel that it does not have 
a legally justifiable reason 
for the executive session.” 

“The advice that an 
executive session was not 
allowed should have been 
given in public session, prior 
to the board attempting to 
enter the illegal executive 
session,” the newspaper’s 
response reads. “The board 
did not enter executive ses¬ 
sion to discuss whether or 
not it could discuss renewal 
of the superintendent’s con¬ 
tract in an executive session 
— it entered the executive 
session explicitly to discuss 
renewal of the superinten¬ 
dent’s contract. 

“... Whether or not legal 
counsel prevented the board 
members from actually dis¬ 
cussing this inside the exec¬ 


utive session, the mere act 
of going into the executive 
session was illegal.” 

The Interior Journal 
response requests as a 
remedy for the situation 
that the board provide a 
“written, public document 
acknowledging that the 
executive session was ille¬ 
gal” and an explanation of 
why Blankenship said after 
the meeting “that the board 
was discussing possible 
renewal or non-renewal of 
the superintendent’s con¬ 
tract in the executive ses¬ 
sion — a statement from 
someone who attended 
the executive session that 
stands in direct opposition 
to the board’s legal coun¬ 
sel’s claim that no such 
discussion occurred.” 

The board renewed 
Hatter’s contract for one 
additional year at its March 
meeting.

tourism dollars by not hav¬ 
ing these entities available 
to the public, and Mayor 
Carter has been instrumen¬ 
tal in helping further the 
agenda, she says. 

“Our hope is that in the 
near future, a collaboration 
with the city and county 
will get the tourism office 
up and running, again,” 
Francis says. 

“This is just the begin¬ 
ning of the efforts, hopeful¬ 
ly. We want this to contin¬ 
ue,” the mayor says. He’s 
hoping the city is able to 
bring on another employee 
so the Presbyterian Meeting 
House Museum can be 
staffed at the same time, as 
opposed to Sharlie Carter 
alternating her days. 

Blasts 
from pasts 

A clipping of an old news 
story, “Future of Stanford’s 
Depot is uncertain,” hangs 
inside the entrance of 
the Depot. The last train 
chugged by in July of 1987, 
closed due to “trucks, air¬ 
planes, cars and other 
improvements in transpor¬ 
tation,” says Sharlie Carter. 

A little further in, a small 
scale of Logan’s Fort greets 
visitors, a late 1990’s proj¬ 
ect by Francis’ high school 
class, constructed the same 
year a grant awarded for 
an archeological dig of the 
site, beginning the recon¬ 
struction of the histori¬ 
cal location. Intricate and 
detailed, the fort represents 
an exciting time in Lincoln 
County. 

Memorabilia such as old 
typewriters, various railroad 
tools and dozens of hanging 
stories fill the main room. 
A velocipede — a strange 
looking piece of equipment 
— demands visitors atten¬ 
tion inside the front room. 
It was important to railroad 
inspectors due to their need 
to travel specific parts of the 
railroad checking for wear, 
tear and damage. 

A claim to fame for 
the Depot was a visit by 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
as marked by a watercolor 
by an unnamed artist and a 
newspaper story noting the 
famous railroad passenger. 
The wheelchair FDR was 
a passenger in once he hit 
the station sits near a case 
of assorted tools, gas cans, 
lanterns and written keep¬ 
sakes. 

Framed photos, donated 
by various entities, show 
sketched Depot scenes circa 
1918; a group of workers 
posing for a photograph on 
a steam engine; and various 
shots of other local depots 
of that time — Junction 
City, Lebanon and Mt. 
Vernon, for instance. 

The back of the build¬ 
ing, originally the passenger

area, harkens back to busier 
railroad times, with baggage 
scales and a sign above stat¬ 
ing a new 50-cent charge for 
luggage. The same room is 
now where the city council 
meets; it also serves as a 
rental room for other meet¬ 
ings and parties. 

The Presbyterian Meeting 
House was restored in 2006. 
The original room of the 
meeting house is from 1790 
and is the oldest established 
church structure still stand¬ 
ing in the state as far as the 
historical society knows, 
Francis says. A back corner 
of the room has plexiglass to 
show how the large wooden 
slabs were affixed back in 
the day — the application 
of such monstrous logs is 


an art form in its own right. 

Cases upon cases of med¬ 
ical instruments, clothing 
and other artifacts fill the 
center room, along with 
the wedding outfits of Sen. 
Harvey Helm and his wife, 
Mary Bruce. Another case 
holds multiple keepsakes 
from the couple. 

The kitchen in the rear of 
the building was restored 
in 1950s style, complete 
with all the kitchen gad¬ 
gets, bottles and tools of 
that period. “I love showing 
people around this area. It’s 
a real conversation-start¬ 
er. So many recall some of 
these tools from days they 
spent with their grandpar¬ 
ents ...” Francis says. In the 
bathroom, she holds up a 


crude tool with two flat steel 
prongs — a hair straighten- 
er from the 1800s. A stock¬ 
ing rack used to dry the 
restrictive clothing sits next 
to the toilet. Various 1800 
advertisements grace the 
walls, showing the trendiest 
women’s wear. 

Francis hopes a walking 
tour — incorporating the 
two museums, possibly the 
Baughman Mill (in process 
of being restored), the old 
courthouse and possibly an 
ice cream shop down the 
road — becomes a reality in 
the near future. 

“Bottom line, we learn 
from our history. And 
there’s so much here in 
Lincoln County ...” Francis 
says. “We need to show it.”

AN ENCOURAGING WORD 

Another day 
is ahead

Palm Sunday, one 
of the more significant 
observances of world¬ 
wide Christendom, is 
ahead. This special day 
commemorates what 
Christian tradition has 
named the Triumphal 
Entry of Jesus into 
Jerusalem at the begin¬ 
ning of the week before 
the Feast of Unleavened 
Bread. 

When Jesus, on his 
way to Jerusalem, came 
near to Bethany and 
Bethphage on the Munt 
of Olives, he sent two of 
his disciples to the vil¬ 
lage ahead with instruc¬ 
tion, “You will find a 
donkey tied there, with 
her colt by her. Untie 
them and bring them to 
me.” When the disciples 
returned, Jesus mount¬ 
ed that donkey and pro¬ 
ceeded over the western 
slope of the Mount of 
Olives along the ancient 
road to Jerusalem. 

The awaiting crowd 
did not overlook the sig¬ 
nificance of what they 
saw. They recognized 
two things: An old mes¬ 
sianic prophecy said, 
“Say to the Daughter of 
Zion, ‘See, your king 
comes to you, gentle and 
riding on a donkey, on a 
colt, the foal of a don¬ 
key,’ “ and they knew 


that a king riding a don¬ 
key came on a mission 
of peace. 

Recognizing that, the 
crowd went wild with 
excitement. Some tore 
fronds from nearby palm 
trees, a well-known sign 
for hailing a conquer¬ 
or. Others spread their 
outer garments on the 
old road. All shouted, 
“Hosanna to the Son of 
David! Blessed is he 
who comes in the name 
of the Lord! Hosanna 
in the highest!” Their 
hopes, they thought, 
were fulfilled, and their 
struggles for a better life 
were over. 

But the Triumphal 
Entry was on the wrong 
side of victory. Before 
the week was over, 
another mob was shout¬ 
ing, “Away with this 
man!” and “Crucify 
him! Crucify him!” 
And Pilate, the Roman 
Procurator of Judea, 
turned Jesus over to be 
crucified and attempted 
to wash his hands of any 
wrong. 

Palm Sunday says one 
powerful thing: Things 
don’t always work out, 
dreams don’t always 
come true, and hopes 
are sometimes shattered. 
But we don’t give up. 
We don’t quit. Another 
day is ahead, and some¬ 
thing good is beyond the 
moment.

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Practice good citizenship 
— in real life and online

Inside the First Amendment 

Whatever your faith 
or sexual orientation, 
what happened in Utah 
on March 12 should 
make you proud to be an 
American. 

That’s the day Utah 
Governor Gary Herbert 
signed into law ground¬ 
breaking legislation - 
Senate Bill 296 - protect¬ 
ing LGBT people from 
discrimination in housing 
and employment while 
also providing exemp¬ 
tions for religious institu¬ 
tions and protections for 
religious speech. 

The quintessential 
American moment came 
at a press conference 
earlier in the month when 
Utah legislators, LGBT 
activists and - most 
importantly - leaders 
of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day 
Saints - stood together to 
announce support for the 
common ground agree¬ 
ment that is now state 
law. 

A breakthrough of 
this magnitude required 
months of difficult and 
complex negotiations. 
Despite deep political 
and religious divisions, 
people of goodwill built 
bridges of trust and found 
a way forward based 
on what leaders of the 
Mormon Church called 
the principle of “fairness 
for everyone.” 

In this legislation, 
everyone means every¬ 
one: Transgender people 
are protected, an issue 
that has blocked agree¬ 
ment in other states. 

This is a proud moment 
for many Utahans who 
clearly hope that their 
small, often misunder¬ 
stood state will be a 
model for other areas of 
the country. 

One of the bill’s lead 
sponsors, Sen. Steve 
Urquhart, R-St. George, 
spoke for many when 
he said at the press con¬ 
ference: “Like in Utah’s 
history, when the final, 
golden spike was driven 
in Utah, uniting the west 
and east coasts of the 
United States, we hope 
today’s announcement 
will drive a spike in the 
false idea that LGBT 
rights are in conflict with 
religious freedom.” 

The precise language 
of the Utah’s law, of 
course, is not a one-size- 
fits-all solution readily 
transferable to other 
states. Existing civil 
rights laws and religious 
freedom exemptions vary 
from state to state, so any 
recipe for compromise in 
other places will require 
a somewhat different 
mix of protections and 
exemptions. 


Moreover, significant 
differences remain over 
questions concerning 
religious exemptions and 
same-sex marriage (now 
legal in Utah after a fed¬ 
eral court ruling). 

After passing SB 296, 
the legislature enacted 
SB 297 with mostly 
non-controversial reli¬ 
gious exemptions for 
clergy and religious orga¬ 
nizations similar to those 
found in other states. 

More contentious, 
however, is a provision 
in SB 297 guaranteeing 
same-sex couples access 
to marriage, but allowing 
local clerks to opt out of 
officiating at same-sex 
weddings for religious 
reasons as long some¬ 
one else is available to 
solemnize the marriage. 
Gov. Herbert is expected 
to sign the bill. 

Despite these caveats 
and remaining disagree¬ 
ments, the spirit of the 
Utah agreement - the 
willingness to seek a 
balance between nondis¬ 
crimination and religious 
freedom acceptable to 
people on all sides - can, 
and should be replicated 
elsewhere. 

Unfortunately, law¬ 
makers in Alabama, 
Georgia and other states 
are going in the oppo¬ 
site direction, rushing to 
pass “religious liberty” 
bills (in anticipation of a 
Supreme Court decision 
expected to favor same- 
sex marriage) without 
any counterweight pro¬ 
posals to protect LGBT 
people from discrimina¬ 
tion. 

This one-sided, short¬ 
sighted strategy pits 
religious liberty against 
equality - and will end 
by diminishing both. 

By enacting SB 296, 
Utah got it right. 

No one should be 
discriminated against 
in the workplace or 
denied housing because 
of sexual orientation. At 
the same time, religious 
institutions should be 
protected to practice their 
faith as long as that prac¬ 
tice does not interfere 
with the rights of others. 

By coming together to 
seek fairness for all while 
simultaneously respect¬ 
ing differences that are 
abiding and deep, Utah’s 
leaders - civil and reli¬ 
gious - have demonstrat¬ 
ed that when we uphold 
our guiding principles 
of freedom and equality, 
America still works.

— if kids couldn’t get 
condoms to be protected 
like their parents and oth¬ 
ers told them they must, 
then they wouldn’t have 
sex. Alas, in the heat of 
a moment the thought 
might have crossed some¬ 
one’s mind ... but likely 
as not that was about 


younger ages. In fact, we 
are seeing incidences in 
our elementary schools 
(which is especially inter¬ 
esting considering the fact 
that 13 is the minimum 
age to legally create a 
social media account — 
but that’s an article for 
another day). 

High school students 
need to learn that what 
they post can (and most 
likely will) follow them 
as they pursue colleges 
and careers. 

Adults need to learn 
just as they keep physical 
items secure, digital items 
such as passwords and 
account information also 
need to be kept secure. 

Our online world is an 
extension of the world 
we physically live in, 
and should be treated as 
such. Fet’s make sure we 
remember the words we 
learned as young children 
ourselves still apply to the 
online realm: take care of 
others, take care of our¬ 
selves, take care of this 
place.

It’s really easy to clean 
without using chemicals 
when you have these on 
hand, and the waste you 
wind up sending down the 
drain or throwing in the trash 
is a lot easier on the environ¬ 
ment. 

I also like the fact that 
baking soda and vinegar 
have multiple purposes, so 
you can just buy those two 
items in bulk and avoid buy¬ 
ing half a dozen or more dif¬ 
ferent chemical-laden clean¬ 
ers (each of which probably 
comes in its own plastic bot¬ 
tle). 

Lets get started with a 
handful of uses: 

In the laundry room, 
instead of fabric softener, 
use distilled white vinegar 
and pour it wherever you 
would normally put your liq¬ 
uid fabric softener. It makes 
your clothes really soft, just 
like commercial fabric soft¬ 
ener, but at a fraction of 
the price and without added 
smells or chemicals. 

In the bathroom, use one 
of those dishwands with a 
handle that holds and dis¬ 
penses soap. Fill the wand 


half with dish soap and half 
with vinegar, and then use 
it to clean every object and 
surface in your bathroom. 
You won’t need separate 
sink, toilet and tub clean¬ 
ers anymore, though I do 
recommend a second wand 
specifically for use in the 
toilet. I especially like how 
well this strategy gets rid 
of soap scum. Once you’ve 
scrubbed with the wand, just 
rinse with water and admire 
how clean your bathroom 
looks. 

To clean your windows, 
fill a spray bottle with equal 
parts white vinegar and 
water, then clean just as 
you would with a bottle of 
commercial window cleaner. 
You can use an old window 
cleaner bottle to be doubly 
environmentally friendly and 
avoid purchasing a plastic 
spray bottle. 

In the kitchen, you can 
clean your counters with a 
damp cloth and some bak¬ 
ing soda. Just sprinkle some 
baking soda on the cloth and 
then wipe down your count¬ 
ers. The grit from the baking 
soda will help wipe away the 
messes from your counter 


tops. 

Besides these uses, regular 
readers will know you can 
clean your hair with baking 
soda and apple cider vinegar 
in the place of shampoo and 
conditioner. 

I wrote about this when I 
started washing my hair with 
just those two products three 
months ago and I am still 
cleaning my hair the same 
way today. 

If you thought my experi¬ 
ment sounded interesting but 
a little iffy, let me assure that 
after three months I can con¬ 
firm it not only works, it’s a 
better hair-washing solution. 

My hair doesn’t get as 
dirty again as quickly with 
this cleaning method, so I 
can wash it less frequently 
and it still looks great. 

I was worried that my hair 
wouldn’t be very soft, but 
the apple cider vinegar actu¬ 
ally leaves it as soft as it was 
when I used conditioner. 

The only changes I have 
made are in my hair-wash¬ 
ing routines to make things 
easier and quicker. I pre-mix 
my vinegar and baking soda 
solutions so it’s easier for me 
when I need them. 


I am using one part apple 
cider vinegar to three parts 
water; I use the same ratio 
for baking soda. 

This experiment has been 
a huge win for me — clean¬ 
er hair for longer that costs 
me less money and time is 
awesome. And I really like 
knowing exactly what I’m 
putting on my hair and what 


I’m putting down my drain. 

I am always looking for 
more uses for my vinegar 
and baking soda because 
I’m pretty sure there’s 
almost nothing they can’t 
be used to do. If you have 
any green spring cleaning 
tricks, please let me know 
at AmandaWheelerPhoto@ 
live.com.

gross pay. 

•Federal Tax Amount: 
Federal income tax might 
be abbreviated as Fed Tax, 
FT or FWT. This is how 
much was withheld to pay 
your federal taxes, based on 
the W-4 form you filled out 
when you were hired. 

•State Tax: State taxes 
might be abbreviated as St 
Tax, STW or simply by the 
abbreviation of the state in 
which you reside (for exam¬ 
ple, KY). 


•Local Tax: Some cities, 
counties or school districts 
may require you to pay a 
local tax. You may not have 
this tax withheld if you don’t 
live or work in an area that 
assesses these taxes. 

•Social Security Tax: 
Social Security tax might 
be abbreviated FICA, SS, 
SSWT or OASDI. The feder¬ 
al government requires that 
6.2 percent of your wages be 
withheld.

Lincoln School 
District awaiting 
insurance figure 
for August fire

STANFORD — The 
Lincoln County Board 
of Education may soon 
learn how much its 
insurance company will 
pay out for the August 
fire that gutted the board 
annex building. 

Winter storms in 
February and March 
caused some delays in the 
insurance-claim process, 
but things are back on 
track, insurance represen¬ 
tative Mike Gilligan told 
board members at a March 
meeting. 

“Now that the storms 
are passed, I should be 
able to come up with 
some hard figures very 
soon,” he said. 

The school district has 
a $159 million “blanket” 
insurance policy for all 
the buildings and person¬ 
al property in the school 
district, meaning there 
are no concerns that 
insurance won’t cover 
the full replacement cost, 
Gilligan said. 

The district will be on 
the hook for a $1,000 
deductible, but insur¬ 
ance should cover every¬ 
thing beyond that, he 
explained. 

In addition, the district 
has $5 million in cover¬ 
age for “added expens¬ 


es,” which include proj¬ 
ects such as the mobile 
preschool units behind 
the board of education 
that serve students who 
lost their classrooms in 
the fire. 

Gilligan said the 
insurance company will 
determine two figures 
that will determine how 
much money the dis¬ 
trict has to work with on 
rebuilding. 

The company will pro¬ 
vide a replacement cost 
and a depreciated cash 
value amount for the 
building that was lost in 
the fire. 

As an example, 
Gilligan used $6 million 
as a replacement cost 
amount and $3.5 million 
as a depreciated cash 
value amount. 

If those numbers 
were what the insurance 
company decided on, it 
would provide the cash 
value of $3.5 million 
to the district direct¬ 
ly and then reimburse 
for any additional cost 
of rebuilding the same 
amount of space up to 
the $6 million replace¬ 
ment cost, he explained. 

Gilligan said the 
insurance company has 
agreed to allow the dis¬ 
trict to rebuild either in 
the same location or at 
another location. 


Four 'disaster days' 
requested for 
fire at board of 
education building

STANFORD — The 
Lincoln County Board 
of Education will request 
four “disaster days” from 
the state for instructional 
days lost after a fire at the 
board annex in August. 

Board members voted 
March 12 to request the 
days. If granted, it would 
allow the district to have 
just 168 instructional 
days during the current 
school year, instead of 
the planned 172, school 
administrator Bruce Smith 
said. 

State law usually 
requires school districts to 
provide 170 instructional 
days and 1,062 instruc¬ 
tional hours. 

Because of the length 
of school days in Lincoln 
County, the district would 
still exceed the minimum 
number of instructional 
hours by 30 even without 
the four days, Smith said. 

The district will still 
receive the same amount 
of state funding if the 
disaster days are granted, 
Smith said. 

Taking four instruc¬ 
tional days off the current 
school calendar would 
allow school to wrap up 
on June 4, assuming there 
are no more weather days 
the rest of the year. 

The district has taken 
15 weather days so far this 
year, and shuffled around 


some non-instructional 
days to avoid taking more, 
according to data from the 
district. 

Only five weather days 
had been used until mid 
February, when a major 
snow storm blanketed 
the area in more than a 
foot of snow. Combined 
with additional weather 
events, the result was that 
students were off from 
school for the last two 
weeks of February and 
two days in early March. 

In order to end school 
on June 4, three of the dis¬ 
trict’s five Spring Break 
days have been canceled 
and staff will be holding a 
work day on May 19, pri¬ 
mary election day, Smith 
said. 

Smith told board mem¬ 
bers it’s possible that 
Lincoln County could be 
allowed to further reduce 
its number of instructional 
days if a bill passed by 
the Kentucky Legislature 
is signed into law by the 
governor. 

Senate Bill 119 would 
stop requiring districts 
to meet a certain number 
of instructional days and 
allow them instead to just 
meet the minimum num¬ 
ber of instructional hours. 

If the bill is signed into 
law and Lincoln County is 
able to cut back to 1,062 
instructional hours, that 
would allow the last day 
of school to be May 29, 
Smith said.

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County coach Daryl Day 
thinks Southwestern is the 
top team in the 12th Region, 
and the Warriors sure played 
like it on Tuesday, as they 
shut out the host Patriots 
11-0 in five innings. 

Junior starter Lucas 
Turpin helped Southwestern 
keep an unbeaten record 
intact, allowing just two hits 
in five shutout innings. 

At the plate, the Warriors 
(5-0) recorded 13 hits on the 
day, with Hunter Cromer 
and Vincent Boils going 
3-for-4 and Turpin and 
Trevor Howard each deliv¬ 
ering home runs in the win. 

“They’re the best team 
in the region, and you see 
tonight why,” Lincoln coach 
Daryl Day said. “We don’t 
play the best in the world, 
but that’s who they are. 
They put pressure on you. 
They make you hurt. They 
take advantage of your mis¬ 
takes.” 

“I leaned up there to 
somebody and I said, 
‘They’ve got a bunch of 
grown men. And they play 
like it.’ We’re starting a lot 
of youngsters. We’ve got 
three seniors out there start¬ 
ing tonight and two or three 
sophomores. Part of it’s a 
difference in that, but part of 


it is the difference that they 
are good and we just didn’t 
play very well.” 

Southwestern got all 
the scoring it needed for 
the win in the first inning, 
with Jacob Burchett steal¬ 
ing his way home. Burchett 
reached on a one-out walk 


off Lincoln starter Killen 
Day, then made his way on 
to third base on a Lincoln 
throwing error at first. 

Howard and Boils also 
earned a base on balls in 
the first, and were on the 
comers with two outs when 
Day got Wade Purvis to fly 


out to right field to end the 
inning. 

Lincoln (3-2) had run¬ 
ners on base in the bottom 
of the inning, with Austin 
Smith reaching on a one- 
out walk and Austin Greer 
tagging a single past third 
base. Neither mnner made it 
home, though. Southwestern 
got Smith on the force-out 
off Greer’s hit, then Turpin 
stmck out Aaron Estes. 

The 1-0 margin at the 
end of the first would be as 
close as the game would get. 
Southwestern’s relentless 
offense put the game away 
in the top of the second 
inning, scoring five mns off 
four hits, two walks and one 
hit batter. 

Day hit lead-off Brandon 
Pruitt, walked Jonathan 
Gallaher then gave up an 
RBI-single to Chris Lynch. 
The Lynch hit, which drove 
in Pmitt, brought Day’s stint 
on the mound to an end and 
Noah Horton came on in 
relief. 

Gallaher was tagged out 
on a Cromer single then, 
after a Burchett pop fly, 
Lynch scored on a passed 
ball. The Warriors had run¬ 
ners on first and second after 
a walk to Howard when 
Turpin stepped up to bang 
out a three-mn homer over 
the left centerfield fence to 
make it 6-0. 

Horton gave up anoth¬ 


er hit before striking out 
Purvis to end the top of the 
second, but the damage had 
already been done. 

Day said blowout 
innings like the second for 
Southwestern are Lincoln’s 
undoing. 

“That takes away what we 
have to do,” he said. “We’re 
not a big home-mn hitting 
team. We’ve got to get run¬ 
ners on. We’ve got to try 
to steal some bases. We’ve 
got to do some bunting. 
We’ve got to do some hit- 
and-run. And when you get 
down six, even if you get a 
guy on, you can’t do those 
things. You can’t give up 
an out to get one mn when 
you’re down six. You mn 
out of outs before you can 
get enough mns to do you 
any good.” 

After a scoreless third 
inning, Howard connected 
for his solo home mn in the 
fourth to make it 7-0, then 
Gallaher, Lynch, Cromer 
and Burchett scored a mn 
apiece in the fifth for the 
11-0 final. 

Offensively, Lincoln went 
down 1-2-3 in the second 
inning, got cut down on a 
tag out and a double-play 
in the third and got just 
four mnners to the plate in 
the fourth.

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Lincoln 
archers take 
third in NASP 
state shoot

Lincoln County archery 
coach Ricky Mullins knew 
he had a good archery team 
on his hands. 

He found out exactly how 
good his team of high school, 
middle school and elementa¬ 
ry school archers were when 
the Patriots shot during the 
2015 National Archery in the 
Schools Program (NASP) 
state tournament. 

Lincoln finished fourth out 
of 65 high school teams at 
the Kentucky International 
Convention Center in 
Louisville, scoring 3,393 out 
of a possible 3,600 points. 

“We don’t usually shoot 
well at state, but we really 
improved this year,” Mullins 
said. “Last year, we finished 
about 16th or 17th. We’ve 
stmggled in the past, but this 
year we were really compet¬ 
itive.” 

Lincoln just missed third 
place by five points, with 
Western Hills High School 
nudging ahead of Lincoln 
with a score of 3,398. 
Madison Central High 
School claimed second place 
with 3,427 points and Trigg 
County High took home the 
team championship trophy 
with 3,440 points. 

Connor Patterson had 
Lincoln’s high finish in the 
NASP state meet, shooting 
a 294 to place second out of 
147 senior boys. Each com¬ 
petitor shot 15 arrows from 
10 meters and 15 arrows from 
15 meters, for a total possible 
score of 300 points. Twenty- 
four of Patterson’s arrows hit 
the 10-ring bull’s eye. 

As one of the top eight 
senior archers in the boy 
division, Patterson was pre¬ 
sented with a $1,000 schol¬ 
arship. 

Sixth-graders provided 
Lincoln’s next best highs, 
with McKenzie Settles shoot¬ 
ing a 284 to place sixth for 
the middle school girls and 
Ada Ladwig shooting a 279 
to place 29th in the same divi¬ 
sion. Settles, who was 29th 
overall out of 1,879 females, 
had 18 10-rings in the shoot 
while Ladwig had 15. 

Lincoln had one other top 
30 finish in the NASP shoot, 
with Jacob Arn, a junior 
shooting a 288, with 20 10’s, 
to place 30th in high school 
boys. 

But as well as the Lincoln 
team scored, Mullins thinks 
his team could have shot 
even better at state. 

“I was so sick. We missed 
third place by just five points, 
five points,” he said. “We 
shot good, but we didn’t 
shoot as well as we could. 
If everybody had shot their 
best, we could have beat the 
best team by 30 points.” 

The next step for the 
Lincoln archers is the 2015 
NASP Nationals scheduled 
May 7-9 at the Kentucky 
Fair and Exposition Center in 
Louisville. 

In addition to Patterson, 
Settles, Ladwig and Am, the 
Lincoln team consists of: 
Carissa McLaren, Garrett 
Robertson, Alissa Doss, 
Ally McQueen, Wyatt Hon,

New LCHS Rugby Club falls at Atherton 


The newly-formed Lincoln 
County High School Rugby 
Club encountered a mixed 
bag of results in its inaugural 
weekend of play. 

The Patriot club, one of 
only a few high school soccer 
clubs outside the Louisville 
metro area, played against 
some veteran clubs in its first 
scrimmage at Atherton High 
School in Louisville. 

Paul Brooks, the first-ever 
Rugby Club coach at Lincoln, 


said the Patriots were look¬ 
ing to make a solid impres¬ 
sion on the Kentucky Youth 
Rugby League, which in it’s 
fifth year boasts teams from 
Trinity, St. Xavier, Atherton 
and Iroquois in addition to 
combination teams from 
Ballard and other Louisville 
schools. Trinity and St. X 
have been playing out-of- 
state teams in their respec¬ 
tive rugby programs since the 
1970s. 


According to Brooks, the 
Patriots wielded a powerful 
defense in their initial scrim¬ 
mage, anchored by Zach 
Sparks, Randy Solano and 
Micah Smith, who won the 
majority of the scrums to hold 
both Atherton and Iroquois to 
scoreless drives offensively.

Beginning the grazing season 


A grazing program costs 
about three times less than 
any feeding program using 
harvested and stored feed. 
That being so, it behooves 
the livestock owner to think 
about how they might get 
more out of their pastures 
and grazing programs. One 
area to think about is how 
the beginning of the grazing 
season will be managed. 

Factors that must be con¬ 
sidered include pasture 
growth rate, condition of the 
sod, type of livestock that 
will be grazing and number 
of pasture fields that will be 
utilized. At the onset, I need 


of growth are to lower the 
starting grazing heights say 
to the six inch range, and/ 
or drop some of the fields 
out of the spring rotation. 
Some graziers refer to their 
spring grazing management 
as “topping” the grass. That 
is, fast rotation through pad- 
docks where livestock are 
only taking a couple of inch¬ 
es off the top of the rapidly 
growing plant. Remember, 
leaving more leaf residual is 
much preferred over taking 
off too much of the grass 
plant. 

Once grass begins to grow 
rapidly, the rest period to 


to make clear that improving re-grow to a six to eight inch 
pasture use and management grazing height may be as 
is dependent upon pasture quick as 12-18 days. In the 


divisions to a large extent. 
The more capability you 
have to subdivide pastures 
and create more fields, the 
more possibilities there are to 
better utilize pasture growth. 

Livestock love the new 
grass growth. It is preferred 
to any hay that is being fed. 
The challenge at the very 
beginning of the pasture 
growth season is to protect 
the newly growing plants 
from being overgrazed and 
the sod base from getting 
cut up by animal hooves. 
If the sod is very wet and 
the soil is soft, it must be 
protected from hoof action. 
Churning up the sod base in 
the early spring to get some 
early spring grazing can end 
up reducing the yearly total 
production. 

Keeping livestock con¬ 
fined to a sacrifice area or 
feeding pad during early 
spring days can pay off 
dividends later in the grow¬ 
ing season. Livestock will 
graze the newly emerging 
and young grass plants close 
to soil level if permitted, 
and when the plant starts to 
regrow, they will graze it 
down again. This is a for¬ 
mula for reducing the vigor 
and total productivity of the 
pasture. 

The tendency in early 
spring before grass growth 
really explodes is to let live¬ 
stock graze the grass plants 
too low because there still is 
not much tonnage being pro¬ 
duced. Keep in mind that fes¬ 
cue and orchardgrass should 
not be grazed lower than 
three inches in height. Then 
a rest period must be provid¬ 
ed to allow that grass plant 
to recover and grow back to 
starting grazing height. 

What that starting graz¬ 
ing height should be is 
another management deci¬ 
sion. As spring progresses, 
grass growth will speed up 
and if the eight inch height 
standard to start grazing is 
waited for, then some of the 
fields are going to get too 
tall and mature. A couple of 
ways to handling the flush 


early spring, livestock prob¬ 
ably should not be in any 
field more than four days 
anyway, since grass plants 
will begin to regrow within 
that time frame and should 
be protected from being 
grazed again. 

Most of our pastures are 
not ready to graze. Livestock 
should be held out of most 
fields another week. Grazing 
too early weakens the grass 
plants, thins the stand, and 
reduces yields over the 
season a bunch. Wait until 
the grass is six inches high 
(ankle high) before you put 
livestock on it to graze. 

The spring grazing season 
is quickly approaching and a 
little forethought now given 
to developing a good start to 
the beginning of the grazing 
season will have an effect 
beyond the spring season.

USDA finalizes procedures 
for Sorghum Referendum 


The U.S. Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) is 
announcing procedures for the 
upcoming referendum regard¬ 
ing the continuation of the 
Sorghum Checkoff Program 
and is announcing the dates it 
will conduct the referendum. 

The Sorghum Promotion, 
Research, and Information 
Order requires that a refer¬ 
endum be conducted no later 
than seven years after the start 
of assessments, which began 
on July 1, 2008. For the pro¬ 
gram to continue, a majority 
of those voting must favor the 
continuation of the order. 

USDA will conduct the ref¬ 
erendum beginning on March 


23, 2015, through April 
21, 2015, at county USDA 
Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
offices for producers and 
the Agricultural Marketing 
Service office for importers. 
Ballots may be obtained in 
person, by mail or facsimile 
at county FSA offices, or via 
the Internet. 

Any eligible person 
engaged in the production or 
importation of sorghum from 
January 1, 2011, to December 
31, 2014, is eligible to partic¬ 
ipate. Individuals are required 
to provide documentation 
such as a sales receipt or 
remittance form that shows 
they engaged in the produc¬ 


tion or importation of sor¬ 
ghum. 

The Sorghum Checkoff 
Program, and its 13-mem¬ 
ber board, is authorized by 
the Commodity Promotion, 
Research, and Information 
Act of 1996. The Sorghum 
Checkoff is intended to be 
a national, coordinated, self- 
help marketing program 
designed to strengthen the 
position of sorghum in the 
marketplace, maintain and 
expand existing domestic and 
foreign markets and uses for 
sorghum, and develop new 
markets and uses for sorghum. 

The final procedures were 
published in the Nov. 18, 


2010, Federal Register. The 
notice announcing the dates 
of the referendum were pub¬ 
lished in the Feb. 19, 2015, 
Federal Register.

Farmers urged to use biodiesel when planting 


Before planting time 
approaches, farmers spend 
a lot of time deciding which 
crops to plant, what brand of 
seed, and what variety of seed. 
“What goes in the planter” is an 
important question that farm¬ 
ers answer each year, but what 
about “what goes in the tank?” 

Biodiesel in general and soy- 
based biodiesel in particular 
are great choices, but unfortu¬ 
nately farmers in many regions 
of Kentucky have a hard time 
finding a distributor that sells 
B20 (20 percent biodiesel) or 
higher blends. 

The Kentucky Soybean 
Board is suggesting that farm¬ 
ers ask for and use biodiesel 
as they head into spring plant¬ 
ing. “We’re challenging every 
farmer in the state of Kentucky 
to request that their fuel distrib¬ 
utor offer biodiesel blends this 
spring,” said Dennis Clark, a 
soybean farmer from Sedalia 
and our state’s representative to 
the National Biodiesel Board. 
“A thriving biodiesel market 
helps everyone in the ag sector, 
and in order to get these high¬ 
er blends of biodiesel, we’re

Financial Aid Tip of the Month, February 2015 

Federal student aid programs 
can help pay college costs 


The federal government 
sponsors numerous financial 
aid programs that can help 
students and their parents 
pay college expenses. This 
brief summary from the 
Kentucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA) describes the 
more common federal grant 
and loan programs. Grants 
generally do not have to be 
repaid, but loans do. 

•Federal Pell Grant: Pell 
Grants provide up to $5,730 
per year for undergraduates 
with financial need. The 
amount may change this 
year. 

•Federal Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity 
Grant: grants that provide up 
to $4,000 per year for under¬ 
graduate students who have 


exceptional financial need. 

•Federal Perkins Loan: 
loans for students with 
exceptional financial need. 
Undergraduates can get up 
to $5,500 per year, while 
graduate students can get up 
to $8,000 per year. 

•Direct Subsidized and 
Unsubsidized Loans: These 
loans, also called Stafford 
Loans, are available to 
undergraduate, graduate and 
professional students. The 
amount students may bor¬ 
row depends on their year 
in school. 

•Federal PLUS Loan: 
Parents of dependent under¬ 
graduate students may quali¬ 
fy for PLUS Loans, depend¬ 
ing on the parents’ credit rat¬ 
ings. The amount available 
depends on how much other 


financial aid the student 
receives. Graduate and pro¬ 
fessional students may apply 
for PLUS Loans if they have 
exhausted their Subsidized 
and Unsubsidized Loan eli¬ 
gibility. 

The Free Application 
for Federal Student Aid 
(FAFSA) is used to apply 
for all of these programs. 
Families seeking a PLUS 
Loan must also submit a 
separate application.
